How- 
ever, if you want your bulbs during the winter months, they should 
be shipped express collect as it is not safe to ship by parcel post 
in cold weather. Extra bulbs will be added to make up for the ship- 
ping charges. We cannot guarantee the growth or productiveness of 
either bulbs or bulblets, due to variation in climate and soil con- 
ditions. Another limiting factor is thrips or other insects which 
may work on your bulbs and plants, At no time will we be liable 
for more than the original amount paid for the bulbs. All orders 
are accepted with this understanding. 


Terms: Retail orders of $ 2.50 and up are shipped prepaid in the 
U. S. A. On orders of $ 5.00 or more you may reserve order by a 
payment of 25% or more with your order and I will ship C.0.D. for 
the balance, Ten bulbs or bulblets will be sold at 8 times the 
Single price, and 100 bulblets at 8 times the rate for 10; 5 at 
the 10 rate and 25 at the 100 rate. Do not overlook the special 
offers at the end of the regular list.
